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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT FOR REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claims 1-8 and 20-25, the prior art does not teach a method or 
apparatus for measuring pulse transit time of a living subject, including: selecting 
corresponding points of the first and second pulse wave signals based on results of the 
differentiating of the first and second pulse wave signals; and detecting a time delay 
between the selected points. 

In regards to claims 1-8 and 20-25, the prior art does not disclose an apparatus 
that measures pulse transit time of a living subject, including: at least one of the first and 
second sensors being a fiberoptic sensor including a fused-fiber coupling region having 
at least a portion constructed such that it can be deflected without the coupling region 
being put under tension or a substantially U-shaped, fused-fiber coupling region.
